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Why the PPRAA is not 


Tax-Exempt 


‘A question comes up every so often as to the tax 
status of the club. Are we, or are we not, tax-exempt? 
Irecently talked to Lauren Libby, KX0O about this 
in order to get the facts. Let me mention that Lauren 
has a lot of experience in this area as he is president 
of a non-profit organization and active in two others. 


‘The PPRAA is not tax-exempt and there is a good 
reason for this --- the very considerable cost of filing 
for tax-exemption. There is a $400 filing fee. The 
application is a 10 page document known as a 
501(C)3 form and Lauren’s advice is that only a 
lawyer should fill it out because of its complexity. 
That will probably add another $300 to $500 to the 
cost. Then it takes four years to get final approval 
although you can get temporary authorization on a 
yearly basis during which time the ILR.S. scrutinizes 
‘your activities very closely to be sure that what you 
are doing truly warrents tax-exemption. They do this 
through the use of a Form 990 which has to be filed 
annually. 


For the few times that we could actually derive 
some benefit from tax-exemption it is doubtful that it 
is worth the trouble. And justin case my conservative 
friends get the idea that this is another example of 
over regulation let me mention that Lauren told me 
that getting tax-exempt status used to be much easier 
‘but that so many people abused the privilege (declar- 
ing themselves to be a church was one favorite ploy) 
that Uncle Sam had no alternative but to tighten 


things up. That's plugging loopholes, fellows.

COLORADO SPRINGS 
ZONING ORDINANCE UPDATE 


‘What started as an individual RFT-complaintto the 
city turned into a zoning violation for WOLKD and. 
WOMOG. The complaint initially was for having 
more than one radio - antennae, antennae attached 
to principal structure, antennae not 6’ from principal 
structure and antennae located in the required set- 
back area (5" side and rear and 25’ front). The abate- 
‘ment turned out favorable for both parties. 


Barry and I visited with zoning and planning com- 
mission officials and tried to get this matter resolved 
with very little success. ARRL and FCC were 
notified of the pending action. 


Verbal information was received the second day 
that consideration was being given to have the anten- 
nae declared injurious, noxious or offensive to the 
neighborhood. This would mean no antennae al- 
lowed under the accessory use of the Colorado 
Springs Zoning Ordinance. 


I finally decided to retain Alan Higbie, ALTH, of 
Melat, Pressman, Ezell and Higbie to represent me 
in this matter. A call was placed to ARRL Vice 
President Jim Haynie in Dallas, TX and Jim fur- 
nished me with the telephone and fax numbers to 
contact Christopher Imlay, ARRL General Counsel. 
Imlay promptly faxed a25 page supporting document 
to Alan which was included in Alan’s letter to the city 
zoning inspector. Alan agreed to do the preliminary 
work on a no fee basis (pro bono) for the benefit of 
the public, since he as well as other amateurs had an 
interest in this matter. I agreed to hire an outside 
attorney experienced in building and zoning codes to 
assist at the various hearings that would be required. 
‘Thanks to all the above, it never got to that poi 
time 


Barry and I met with our city council repre- 
sentative, briefed her on the situation and asked for 
her assistance to see that we received fair and impar- 
tial treatment based on Federal rules and regulations 
as well as Local rules and regulations. 


Alter City official(s) communicated with FCC of 
ficial(s), it was decided: 


1, Multiple radio - antennae would be allowed. 

2. Antennae could be attached to the principal 
building and those not attached must haved a 6 
separation. 

3. Antennae in setback area would not be per- 
mitted. 

4. Grandfather clause would be honored. 

5. No building permits would be required except 
for cement foundations. 


6. Colorado Springs no longer has a desire to 
regulate communications antennae or get involved in 
RFI cases since they do not have the expertise or 
‘equipment to do so. 

7.1 was also informed the entire code is being 
rewritten for all arcas and will provide better defini- 
tion and leave less room for interpretation, 

8. No record could be found of a building permit 
ever being issued in the city for a communications 
antenna, 


My RFI case with FCC is still open, which by the 
way is based on one complaint. FCC was led to 
believe there was two complaints, When I was in- 
formed of this I asked who the complaintants were 
and in turn, I told the FCC representative this was 
from one and the same houschold. This made the 
FCC representative a little bit upset as he felt he had 
been misled my the complaintaint(s). I have given at 
least three invitations to the Denver FOB to bring a 
van with equipment down and inspect me and my 
neighbor's equipment. I have already furnished FCC 
with a report on all my transmitters based on a 
spectrum analysis using a Hewlett-Packard spectrum 
analyzer. 


T haved not been contacted by FCC as of this 
‘writing but have informally been notified and inspec- 
tion has been scheduled along with a member of the 
ARRL Denver Technical Committee. T personally 
invited Lauren Libby KX0O, our local repre- 
sentative, to be present if he is available and his 
workload permits and Lauren accepted. 


Speedy action and thanks go out to the ARRL, 
General Counsel, Alan Higbie, our city council rep- 
resentative, FCC and city officials for resolving this 
problem without having to go into the administrative 
appeals process and possible appeals through our 
judicial system which can be very expensive. 


Until such time as the FCC places the respon- 
sibility on the manufacturers of consumer electronics 
equipment experiencing RFI problems, this can hap- 
pen to any of us. I have cooperated to the fullest 
extent in this matter with CATV, US West, and the 
complaining neighbor; even though I have been 
reported to City Police, FCC and now other city 
official(s).

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QSLing — More!

After reading my own article in last months Zero- 
Beat I realized one of my statements may have been 
confusing. I mentioned International Reply 
Coupons (IRC) and "green stamps’ in the same sen- 
tence, like they were the same thing. If you got the 
impression they were the same, I apologize. 


IRCs are sold by the Post Office, You send them 
to the foreign ham along with your QSL card, ‘The 
operator at the other end exchanges them in for 
postage in that country. In theory, one IRC is good 
for one unit of “surface” postage. Most hams want to 
send cards by air mail and that requires more than 
one IRC, The foreign ham can usually tell you how 
many are required. Also, the Callbook lists the num- 
ber of IRCs required for airmail return of QSL cards. 
It runs from two to five IRCs, with the third world 
countries usually being the highest. Remember, in 
‘most countries, the cost of postage is much greater 
than in the United States. 


An item Ieft out of my article, which seemed very 
obvious at the time, may not be so obvious after ali. 
Be sure to put your LOCATION on your OSL cards. 
Thave received three cards in the last month without 
the operators location printed on the card. In two 
instances, the cards were a generic card where the 
‘operator fils in all of the information. In one cas, it 
was a very nicely printed card the operator had 
designed himself, but apparently left his address off 
the design. I wanted to use these cards for my Five 
Band Worked All States award, but they sure can't 
be used without the location on them, 


Have fun QSLing, and make sure you do it right.

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Portable Desk/Workbench 


This proJect can be built from a single sheet of 3/4 inch plywood or 
chipboard. It makes on excellent desk for portable operation. The 
slots for fitting it together should be slightly greater thon 3/4” so 

it will go together snugly, but not be loose enough to wobble cround. 
Paint or polyurethane will help to protect the wood. The actual height 
of the top can be made to be confortable for your height by changing 
where the slots are cut.

Ron, NKOP, editor, Zero-Beat 
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Old, Old-Timers Needed 


(On January 10 a number of us spent the day at the 
home of Ron Deutsch, NKOP to start sorting and 
categorizing the old records which the club has that 
date back to the early days of ham radio in Colorado 
Springs. Those present were: 


Lee Austin, NOLHH_ 

Al Craig, N2IWZ. 

Rosie Calaway, WAOMNL 
Ron Deutsch, NKOP 

Russ Calaway, KBOFNM. 
Charlie Eining, W9YYO 


Both Lee and Charlie were hams back in the 30's 
and were invaluable sources of information but the 
first ham radio club in the Springs, the Pikes Peak 
Amateur Radio Association, dates back to at least 
1933 and that is earlier than either of them were 
hams. We need information about those really early 
days. 


‘One ofthe most tantalizing mysteries concerns the 
date of the Constitution and By-Laws of the Pikes 
Peak Amateur Radio Association. We have the 
original document. It is 9 typewritten pages and not 
a date to be found anywhere, It has to go back to at 
least 1933 but how many years beyond that is, at this 
point, anybodies guess. We know that it goes back to 
1933 because in August of that year the club spon- 
sored the Seventh Annual Convention of the Rocky 
Mountain Division of the ARRL. 


Another mystery concerns the Pikes peak Radio 
‘Club which existed in the 1950's and may have met at 
the old Ent Air Force Base. It was absorbed into the 
El Paso Radio Club, the predecessor of our present 
club, on July 10, 1957. But at the moment we have no 
definitive information concerning it as to when it was 
founded, when, where and how regularly it met, Did 
they have any kind of newsletter? None of this is 
known. 


Some of us recently visited with Jim Merril, 
WOANX who was a founder of the El Paso Radio 
Club in 1950 and even Jim was uncertain about the 
details of the Pikes Peak Radio Club. So if any of you 
can shed any light on these early days, particularly 
what was happening with ham radio here in the 
‘Springs 60 years ago, it will be greatly appreciated,
